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The CASE of ROBERT COKE Fig; eon- 
cerning his Bill now depending in the Honourable 


Houſe of Commons. 


HE faid Bill recites the Deeds of Leaſe and Releaſe dated 
rhe 13th and 14th Novemb. 17th Caroli ſecundi; made by 
John Coke Eſqʒ deceaſed 3 ( Grandſon of Sir Edward Coke late 
Lord Chief Juſtice of the Court of Kings Bench) unto 
James Fountaine, and Andrew Fountaine, in truſt for entail- 
ing of his Eſtate upon his Name and Kindred : 
Which is defective, | 
I. In that there is no Proviſion made for a Poſthumous Son. 


And there can be no Objection (as it is humbly conceived ) why this 
ſhould not be remedy d, in that it cannot be ſuppoſed , if John Coke him- 
ſelf had had any ſuch Son, it ſhould be within his intendment to exclude 
him from the Eſtate, to let in perſons more remote; and ſo by conſe- 
quence of the next in remainder ſucceſſively. However this is only a 
chance wherein Mr. Robert Coke has no more than the firſt throw. 


II. In that no Proviſion being made, that the Tenant in tail in poſſeſſion 
may grant Leaſes, the Eſtate is prejudiced by the Tenants not da- 
ring (through the incertainty of their Term), to improve the Lands. 
And the Rents are greatly _ in that thereby the charge of re- 
pairs are caſt upon the Landlord. i 

In this Mr. Coke deſires to demile all ſuch Lands as have within 20 years 
laſt, been uſually letten by Leaſe or Copy ot Court-Roll, at leſs Rents 
than the full value of the ſame, for three Lives, or twenty one Tears; 
ſo as ſuch Rent be reſerved, as the ſame hath within ſuch Term of twenty 
| years laſt, been uſually letten for. 

And as to the reſt of the Lands (other than ſuch as ſhall be hereafter im- 
proved out of Waſts or Commons ) the full improved Reat to be reſerved, 
diſcharged of repairs. without any Fines to be taken thereupon. 

And as to ſuch as ſhall be ſo improved, ſuch Rent to be thereupon re- 
_— as the ſame has made one year with another, for twenty years laſt 
paſt. 73 
And herein Mr. Coke at his own charge and trouble brings the Eſtate to 
a certainty from the charge of repairs, and incourages the Tenants to im- 
prove, without ſeeking any other benefit to himſelf; and of this the Re- 
mainders intail will have the advantage more than he. 


The next thing contained in the Bill, is to diſcharge Robert Bertie, and 
Charles Bertie, from a Truſt repoſed in them, to raiſe portions for 
Daughters, by Robert Cole, on my Lady Ann Coke to >< begotten, 
out of part of his Paternal Eſtate, in caſe the ſaia - gobert Coke 
ſhould happen to dye without Iſſue male. 


This 7 ruſh was raiſed at the inſtanct of my Lord Highs 
Treaſurer, and his Lordſhip and 4 other Parties con- 


cerned therein, are conſenting to the diſch arge thereof.
